"I Co not know how true it is, but 


I have heard that there was a condi- 
tion prevailing tneie the other day 
that was little -ohort ot a panic. If 
this is true I can readily understand 
that holders of mining stocks, being 
unable to borrow on them, may have 
been forced to sell heavily in order to 
save industrials." 


"Did you say in your speech in San 


Francisco that there was only $30,- 
000,000 in ore i'n sight in Consolidated 
properties?" was asked. 


"No, I did not, and that statement, 


which undoubtedly was an error in re- 
porting what I said, has raised a lot 
of talk and inquiries. What I did say 
was that our engineer reported to us 
the other day that we had in sight 3,- 
000,000 tons of low-grade ore—that 
is, ore which we have always called 
low-grade—which is worth $20 a ton. 
This ore is over and above the higher 
grades, and has nothing to do witn 
them, excepting as it makes the prop- 
erty that much more valuable.
